Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Koide et al. (US 
Patent # 6,870,566). 

[Claim 1] 

Koide et al. teaches a method of image enhancement of a sensed image taken with a digital 
camera (figures 1 and 5, specifically figure 5, camera 1 1), including an auto exposure setting 
means (AE controller 115 and AWB controller 116), said method comprising the step of utilizing 
the auto exposure setting from said auto exposure setting means to process said sensed image to 
add exposure specific graphics to said image which indicate the exposure settings utilized by the 
digital camera in taking the sensed image (col. 13 lines 13-42 teaches an AWB controller utilizes 
the white balance correction so that the sensed image is expressed in proper color. This is similar 
to applicant's specification (Page 4) wherein the colors are processed to make them brighter and 
make more saturated).
